MEAT BOUND TO BE HIGHER PRICED, 


That Prephecy Made by Representatives 
of the Dressed Beef Firms. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minu., Jan. 25.—|Svecial. ]— 
The representatives of the dressed beef firms 
prophesy that there will not be cheap meat 
in Minneapolis again for at least two 
seasons. Consumers were favored last 
summer and this winter with the 
best cuts at prices for which the 
cheaper were formerly sold, but there has al- 
ready been an advance. The low prices 
which prevailed during the summer were 
che result of strong competition between the 
dressed beef tirms and the oversupply of 
cattle. The wholesalers sold the best car. 
casses at 344 cents to 8, cents a pound and 
the retailer sold the same at from 8 
cents to 15 cents, a reductson of from three 
cents to five cents per pound from old prices. 
A representative of Hammond & Co, said to- 
day: I think meat will be high for two or 
threé years now because there will be no 
oversupply next summer. I have a friend 
who has two large ranches, one in Wyoming 
and the other in Idaho, and he writes me that 
thousands of cattle are dying all through 
those Territories. He says the snow is from 
four to six feet deep and cattle cannot reach 
grass. Some of his cattle died after having 
pawed in the snow until their hoofs were 
worn to the quick 1n thelr struggles to reach 
the long prairie grass. This will have a great 
effect on the cattle supply, for the weather 
has been severe all over the cattle country.” 


LIVED WITH A BULLET IN HIS BRAIN. 


Singular Case of Martin Reistad of Joliet— 
A Mystery Solved. 

Jouret, III., Jan. 25.—[Spvecial |—A man 
has lived in this city a year and a half with 
a bullet in his. brain. Martin Reistad died 
last night from trouble of the brain, and his 
case was such a peculiar one that the attend- 
ing physicians determined on an examina- 
tion of his brain. A post-mortem examuna- 
tion was held, and the surgeons were aston- 
isbed to find imbedded in Reistad’s brain a 
82-caliber bullet. There is little doubt that 
Reistad received the bulletin his brain dur- 
ing the last Presidential campaign, and that 
it was self-inflicted. 

Reistad and Charles Adams attended a po- 
litical meeting at Bloommgton. On the re- 
turn trip Adams fell from the platform of 
the car and received injuries which nearly 
proved fatal. How he happened to fail has 
never been clear, but the generally accepted 
version was that Reistad and Adams were 
engaged in a friendiy scuffle when the latter 
fell from the train. Reistad was found the 
next morning in the lumber-yard district in 
a dazed condition and his head cut and bleed- 
ing. It was stated that Reistad had been at- 
tacked in his store. The discovery of tne 
bullet in Reistaa’s brain throws new light on 
the matter. It 1s now thought that the young 
man was trightened over the accident to.his 
friend, and in a fit of despondency attempted 
nis own life by the use of @ revolver.

SEED WHEAT FOR SOUTH DAKOTA WANTED 


Gov. Mellette Visits Minneapolis in Behalf 
of Spink and Faulk Counties. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 25.—[Special. ]— 
Gov. Meliette of South Dakota was at the 
Chamber of Commerce this morning. The 
object of his visit is to secure a supply of 
seed wheat for Spink and Faulk Counties. 
He said: “ I cannot tell just how much wheat 
will be needed. My object in coming here is 
to see if an arrangement cannot be made 
whereby we may be enabled to indemnify 
those who furnish the wheat. I presume the 
general plans will be to estimate the amount 
of wheat that will be necessary, and then ask 
for some one to furnish that amount and ser 
cure it by getting a bill through the Legis- 
lature which will give the two counties the 
right to raise the funds necessary to pay for 
it.

Mr. Edward Everett, as President’of the trust- 
ees of the Boston Public Library, in his annual 
report of 1857 said: 

“Her geographical situation has prevented 
Boston from maintaining the place she original- 
ly filled among the cities ot the land in popula- 
tion, commerce, and material resources. Had 
she consented to remain without a great public 
library she must have submitted also to a sec- 
ondary position in the means of intellectual 
culture. The establishment of such au institu- 
tion has prevented this reproach from coming 
upon her and willenable her in this respect to 
sustain a generous and mutually beneficial emu- 
lation with her sister cities.” 

Chicago. on the other hand, not in a period of 
business decadence, but when her commercial 
supremacy was never so pronounced and — 13 
extending, has been liberally 33 with the 
means of attaining a leading intellectual post- 
tion among the cities of the land.

Some of our citizens are dazed at the amount 
and splendor of these bequests, and recommend 
that each board X. library building that 
shall cost a million lars, beautify the city, 
and serve as an architectural monument. They 
also favor the immediate investment of half a 
million in books, aud that each start out forth- 
with as @ great library. This scheme. which 
seems to find favor with real-estate speculators 
and holders of corner lots, is splendid—and is 
suicidal. It puts ghe library of 200,000 volumes 
in @ palatial building it cannot afford to live in, 
and with a depleted fund, sufficient to pay the 
janitor but not to buy books or pay the running 
expenses. 0 

The administration of libraries is more expen- 
sive than is generally supposed, even after build- 
ings sre érected &hd equipments are provided. 
The administration ot eireulating libraries is 
more costly than that of reference libraries. 
Perhaps no libraries in the countrv, where the 
two functions of circulation and reference are 
united, are better or more economically adminis- 
tered than the Chicago Public Library and the 
Boston Publie Library. The salaries and inci- 
dental expenses of oar Pablic Library during the 
last official year absorbed $50,945 out of $68,660, 
the total expenses. or 74.2 per cent: and of the 
Boston Public Library $100,604 out of $128, 100, the 
total expenses, or 78.5 pe cent. in the Chicago 
Library 25,8 per cent of the income was expended 
for books, periodicals. and binding, and in the 
Boston Library 21.5 per cent. More than three- 
quarters of the income. therefore, or an average 
of 76.3 1 cent, is required for running expenses, 
and only the remaining —— is available for 
the purchase of books. Ina purely reference li- 
brary it is probabie that nearly one-half of the 
income could bé expended for books, but I have 
not sna Statistics at hand to verify the state- 
men 

It appears, therefore, from this exhibit that 
Chicago ts not too liberaliy suppliea with library 
funds; and — the Newberry and John Crerar 
bequests, which appear to be large in the gross, 
are, When considered with reference to their in- 
comes and the purposes to which they are to be 
applied, very moderate, and in order that they 
may carry out the generous intentions of their 
donors must be administered with wise discre- 
non and rigid economy.

allowed on grain at Kansas City. The bad 
results of the system, Mr. Walker says, are 
generally admitted, but the practical diffi- 
culties in the way of correction have been 
found so great that they have not ag yet been 
overcome. 

While no serious objection would be made 
on the part of competing lines to any reason- 
able urrangement that would correct éxist 
ing difficulties the matter was not presented 
in that form. The suvject unWer considera- 
tion is not an application for a readjustment 
of grain rates generally, for is it a request 
for equitable distribution of competitive tons 
nage. It presents only the single question 
whether the method proposed by the St 
Louis & San Francisco company to accomplish 
the desired result can be authorized. 

The granting of the application of the St. 
Louis & San cisco would establish a 
lower bas of through rates upon all lines 
from the territory in question, which would 
apply by way of Kansas City as well as by 
way of the direct routes via St. Louis. 
Under existing arrangements transit would 
be apolied to the new rates at Kansas City 
and as a consequence the existing difficulty 
would de immediately reproduced.

BOLD CANADIAN TIMBER THIEVES. 


Billions of Feet of Valuable Pine Stolen 
from Northern Minnesota. 

Sr. Paur, Minn., Jan. 4 — [Special. Ca- 
nadian lumbermen are stealing billions of 
feet of lumber from the greatest pine timber 
belt in Américd—that along the northern 
border of Minnesota. 

The Northwestern Representatives in Con- 
gress will immediately urge that measures 

taken to provide at least one revenue 
cutter and two well mauned American posts 
to watch the district and stop the several 
thousand Canadians who are cutting and 
hauling away timber without fear of molés- 


tation. 

Ex-United States Senator Henry M. Rice, 
who spent five months in the northern vor- 
tion of Minnesota treating with the Indians 
asamember of the Red Lake Commission, 
says that this umder cutting is going on for 
forty miles up the Baudette, North and 
South Fork Rivers, and that the Indians de- 
clare that it has been going on for more than 
@ dozen years. 

So bold have these timber robbers become 
that they have built dams in the tributary 
streams for the purpose of bac up the 
water and floating out their logs, e jum- 
bermen of. the region centering about the 
miserable little British post of Hungry Hall 
a number of years ago discovered a way of 

ming up immense fortunés. The United 
Btates Government exacts 10 to 20 per cent 
tariff tax from the consumer on each thou 
sand feet of lumber cut or mauutactured in 
Canada, while it allows the Canadisa lum- 
ene of that séctuon of the Dominion bor- 

ering on the Lake of the Woods to cut and 
catry off from the unsurvey timber lands 
of Northern Minhesota millions upon millions 
of feet of pine timber each year practi- 
cally unmolested. From the best sources 
comes the information that from 150,000,000 
to 200,000,000 feet of timber. and logs, 
every Toot ved which has pees cut — 11 
sota, s postand down the 9 0 
the Woods every year. How is this done? is 
a natural question and one ensily answered 
under the circumstances. Had the Northern 
quarter of Minnesota been luid out by design 
it could not have been made more favorable 
for thi of thing. The northern bound- 
ary of nesota from Lake Superior to 
Lake of the Woods is nearly all water line. 
Tue divide, however, is near Superior, into 
which flows the boundary stream of n 
sai wes 1 *— divide rise at — 
em ng, fully uny. @ magnificent 
fnlaba lake surrounded on all sides originally 
with the finest quality of pine timber. From 
Rainy Lake to the Lake of the Woods is a 
distance of nearly 250 miles, and these two 
reat lakes are connected by Rainy Lake 
River one of the finest navigabie streams 
North America. This stream is of 
& good width, ana of an average depth 
of twenty-five feet to tne lake, which is its 
source. Rainy Lake River has a fumber of 
aue streams floating into it from the south, 
chief amoug which are Winter Road, Baud- 
ette, Big Fork, and Little Fork Rivers. Some 
idea of the extent of country tributary to 
these streams and the Lake of the Woods 
may be gained from the fact that the great 
Red Lake Indian reservauon, containing 
over 8,000,000 of acres, is but about one-third 
of the tributary area. This entire country 
is covered with a heavy growth of timber, 
mostly pine, and is4otally ‘ uninhabited save 
by seattering bands of Chippewa indians, 
who are found chiefly at that portion of the

A delegation of colored mev from Virginia 
were before the House Committee on the 
Elecuon of President and Vice-President to- 
day to talk about the operations of the eleo- 
ton laws in Virginia. here were five per- 
sons in the party: A. W. Harris, Joseph T. 
Wilson, W. W. Evans. P. C. Corrigan, and 
Ross Hamilton. Mr. Harris was the princi- 
pal speaker. He submitted a statement 
showing the manner in which it was alleged 
the registration iaws of Virginia had been 
evaded and manipulated in various federal 
elections. They desire, they say. to dis- 
countenance the belief or idea that they 
want or favor any orzanizawon| which is an- 
tagonistic to the interest of the white citi- 
zens of the State, hoiding, however, now and 
always that as colored men they have a right 
to meet in conference for their advancement. 
They deciare themselves opposed to mixed 
schools, and interested in every enterprise 
Which adds wealth to the State. 

The address contained some statistics con- 
cerning alleged election frauds and other 
outrages said to have been perpetrated in the 
State of Virginia in the last election. It 
says that the Saturday before the last elec- 
mon (registrauon day) 30.000 legal voters 
were disfranchised in Virginia. The address 
earnestly appeais to the lawmakers of the 
Nation soto change the existing National 
election law that it shail no longer be in the 
. of any registrar or other election of- 

cor to disfranchise arbitrarily| any voter to 
whom is given the right of the ballot by the 
Constitution of this country, ahd to remedy 
the wrongs and evils which they complain of 
by reducing the representation accorded ia 
the House of Representatives to that extent 
in which the suffrage in the Southern States, 
and especially in Virginia, is practically de- 
nied and suppressed. 


At the meeting of the court of inquiry in- 
vestigating the subject of organizations 
among naval officers this morning Passed

BRAZIL’S NEW BIG NATIONAL BAR. 


it Will Be of Incalculabie Benefit te the 
Credit of That Country. 

New York, Jan. 25.—([Special.}—At. the 
office of W. R. Grace & Co. it was said today 
that the reported organization of the Na- 
tional Bank of Brazii with a capital of $100,- 
000,000 would _ be a feat by no means impossi- 
ble in the Brazlian Capital, as the scheme 
was probably published with a call for sub- 
scription and a time fixed when the subscrip- 
tion books would be opened. 

* Brazil is a rich country with vast re- 
sources, said a member of the firm. ‘The 
establishment of so vast a financial enter- 
prise will be of incalculable benefit to the 
credit of Brasil in the financial centers of the 
world. For months past the bond scheme 
has been considered by the financial bodies 
in Brazil, but it was not generaily supposed 
that it would become an actuality so soon.“ 

The news of the formation of the bank 
was much discussed in Wail street. J. Ed- 
ward Simons, President of the Fourth Ne- 
tional Bank, said: “It isthe most gigantic 
subscription known in connection with finan- 
cial schemes. The establishment of any Na- 
tional bank with a large capital speaks well 
for the confidence of the Brazilian people in 
their new Goverment.”

HE WAS A PLEASANT NEIGHBOR 


Nobody Dared Attend t Funeral of His 
Died. 


Wife When 8 

New York San A man who neyer was 
known to agree with anybody was buried 
Monday by hired mourners at Greenwood. 
His name was Henry J. Irving, and he lived 
for years in social ostfacism upon a farm 
which he owned about two miles from 
Englewood, N. J. He was aé@arly 70, but he 
lived entirely alone because it was impossibie 


roof with him. He died as he had lived, 
neglected and alone, nis dead body being 
found by a neighbor last Friday upon the 
back stoop of his house, where he nad ex- 
pired probably about fifteen hours before. 

In his early manhood Henry J. Irving wasa 
lawyer of repute in New York. Little is known 
of his early career beyond the fact that ne was 
at first successful and popular and that he 
was at one time a member of the Legislature, 
representing one of the city Assembly dis- 
tricts. Something led him to abandon his 
profession and soured his whole life. No 
one among his neighbors of the last thirty 
or forty years knows whatdrove him from 
the city to the obscurity of farm life, but 
certain it is that never within their memory 
nas this eccentric man been at peace with 
his fellow-men, Quarrels were of his. per- 
sistent seeking with all with whom he came 
in contact, until he was avoided as carefully 
by the ple around about as though he 
were afflicted with a plague. 

About five years ago his wife, a good wom 
an, died suddenly. She was much respected 
by her neighbors, yetsuch was the dread of Ir- 
ving’s quarrelsome temper thatno one at- 
tended the funeral, for fear the old man 
might take u into his head to drive them 
out of the house witha pitchfork. He had 
been known to do such things on more than 
one occasion. The husband was compelled 
to hire pall bearers to assist in the obsequies 
and to go with him to his wife’s grave. 
His spirit was in no degree softened by his 
wife’s death. He seemed rather to grow 
more bitter ana violent in his last years. 
Every man he looked uponas his persona! 
enemy ; — wasa thief and robber 
in his eyes. He was not a miser, but he was 
grasping in mone affairs. He never paid a 
bill of any description without first: heaping 
a torrent of abuse upon bis creditor. Nat- 
urally everybody avoided doing business 
with him. 

He assumed a peculiar and somewhat osten- 
tatious piety. He sometimes rayed i 
public in a conspicious fashion. e of his 
neighbors did his teaming for him, but he 
hadn’t the courage to presenta bill for the 
work oftener than once a year. On one oc- 
cussion he called with his bill just as Irving 
sat down to supper. The oid man paid no 
attention to his ealler until he had said grace, 
a ceremony that consumed nearly half an 
hour. Then he asked what was wanted, and 
the bill was handed him. Irving jumpea to 
his feet and cursed the man with a storm of 
the rankest biasphemy that could come from 
a man's lips. Heraved until he was out of 
breath, winding up with a profane declara- 
tion that be would never gay te bill. The 
neighbor turued to go. 7 
» “Hold on, you od-for-nothing thief, 
what are you gom fort shouted Irving. 

“You say you won't pay the bill, so I 
thought I would be geting along,“ replied 
the man. 

„Nes I will pay it, and then don’t you ever 
let me see your face again, and the old man 
handed over the money, while his creditor 
again started to go. 

„Come back, you dirty Dutch thief,” thun- 
dering Irving. “Did you think you were 
ong get away. without giving me a re- 
ceipt 

“I didn’t know you thought it necessary,“ 
suggested the long-stffering caller. 

“Do you suppose I'd trust you or anybody 
else? All men are thieves,”’ and the ex-mem- 
ber of the bar went to his desk and iabor- 
jiously drew up a full legal release from all 
claims, which he compelled his neighbor to 
sign before he would allow him to depart. 
It was not long before he applied to the same 
man to do some more work for him. 

Irving’s last public exploit was his violent 
opposition some time ago to the use of a 
school house in his neighborhood by Episco- 
valians for services Sunday afternoons. 
He made things so warm tor everbody con- 
cerned that the services were abandoned be- 
cause of mne annoyance which his denuncia- 
mon caused. . 

The old man had in his stable three or four 
horses which hecared for himself. They were 
ordinary anim worth hardly. more than 
$100 each, but he an idea that they were 
fine biooded stock. At least he made fre- 
quent attempts to sell or trade them on a 
basis of about $1.500 for each horse. Since 
his wife died the house and buildings have 
become rather dilapidated. He has made 
little effort to keep the premises neat and in 
proper order, and the inside of the house 
was found in a slovenly condition after his 
death. He was not dissipated, but was ex- 
tremely fond of gis. 

Heart disease was proBably the cause of 
his death. In the cornerof the piazza was 
a basin of water, and the old man was found 
with his sleeves rolled up, as though he was 
about to wash after doing his chores about 
the stable. He leaves considerable property, 
though nobody knows how much. Besides 
his farm of thirty or forty acres, hé owned 
other real-estate in Englewood and in neigh- 
boring towns worth nearly $50,000. The 
funeral took place Monday at Richfield. 
None of the neighbors attended, and, as in 
the case of his wife’s bunal, it became 
necessary — pall bearers to go with 
the body wo the grave. He was buried by 
tne side of his wife at Green wood. He 
leaves no children. Two or three sisters 
survive him. Oneof them, now living in 
New York, whom he drove from his house in 
a fitof anger many years ago, attended the 
funeral. 


DISASTER IN THE LA PLATA MINE. 


Workmen Neariy Submerged by a Now of 
Water—Pos«ibiy a Lake. 

Leapvit18, Colo., Jan. 25.—This morning 
when the men engaged in a drift of the La 
Plata mine had fired a round of holes they 
were astonished by hearing a noise resem- 
bling the rushing of a mighty river, and 
when the smoke cleared a little they saw 
a river running out of the drift. Tney bare- 
ly had time to escape, and in less than five 
bours the mine was flooded to within 270 
fees of the ‘surface. Four thousand 
feet of drifts are submerged and 
thousands of feet of slopes are covered. 
Many think that a lake was encountered and 
that when the opening was made by the shots 
it burstthrough the thin barrier and fiood- 
ed the mine. If it proves tobe a pocket of 
water valuable mineral will be found behir d 
it, as that has deeu the rule heretofore. In 
this case the water can be pumped ont in 
thirty days, Out if it is a watercourse the 
mine will have to be abandoned. 


A Notorious Desperado Killed. 

Paris, Tex., Jan. %.—[{Special.]—Eastman 
Battise, a notorious desperado and highwayman, 
was shot and killed by Deputy United states 
Marshal Ladd near Goodland, in the Indian Ter- 
ritory, this morning, while resisting arrest.

Another and more difficuit 
matter to change is the width of our streets, 
which are too narrow to allow of subways 
such as they have in Paris for telegraphs and 
electric lights. Vaults in New York beneath 
pavemeats (they do not seem to have any 
here)are used for cellars and storage purposes, 
80 as to economize on heavy rents. Besides, 
in constructing subways we encounter roc, 
which it is necessary to blast. This is an; 
other nindrance to the perfecting of sub- 
ways. Improvements m New York have 
been made piecemeal; they can never be made 
like Paris south of Twenty-third street, be. 
cause there is too much heavy traffic, and 
New- Yorkers have not the pride of tne Paris, 
ians for keeping things in decency and order, 
Mr. Gilroy, the Commissioner of Public 
W orks, is coming to Paris next month to in- 
vestigate street improvements: He and 
Mayor Grant are much concerted over the

This closing remark was received with 
burst of cheers from several of tus politicat 
grouos in the House. The Prince received 
hearty c¢oogratulations from his friends, 
The vote on the whole bill was soon after- 
ward taken. As the Government abstained 
from any declarauon, showing its willing- 
ness to accept the bill without the expulsion 
clause, the Comservatives voted No“ with 
thé Piogressives, the Center party, and the 
Sucialists, against the combined yeas of the. 
Imperialists and the National Liberals. The 
bill Was rejected by a vote of 169 against it 
to 98 in favor. 

Baron Umrunebombst was the only one of 
the Imperial party and Herr Sedimayn of 
the National Liberals who voted against the 
bill. As soon as the vote was conciuded 
Herr Roetticher, amid the suppressed excite 
ment of the oceasion, announced that the 
session was closed and requested the Depu- 
ties to convene at the Schloss at 6 p. m. 

THE EMPEROR'S ADDRESS. 

The Emperor, surrounded by his Ministers 
and the great officers of the State, received 
the Deputies in the White Hall of the Schioss 
at that hour and read to them the following 
speech; 

The lust thrée years constitute a period of such 
exceptional importance in the development of 
the Empire that my feelings constrain me to 
recall, from the throne iteelf, the results to 
which your labors, combined with those of the 
Federal Government, bave led. The Empire 
has been sorely tried by death; but in the trials 
made by the loss of “3 Emperors, my grand 
father and my father, the loyalty and the strong 
monarchicdl feeling of the people have found an 
edifying demonstration. 

The Emperor here expressed his thanks 
that the changes made necessary by tne de- 
cease of his predecessors had been peaceful- 
ly and trangmuy accomplished. For that, 
he said, acknowledgments were due to the 
Reichstag, which with discerning patriotism 
had labored willingly to strengthen the de- 
fenses of the E mpire aud render them last- 
ingly The position of the Emnire 
among the nations had been thereby assured 
and the @0ungtry enabled to fulfill its mission 
in the world whilst successfully preserving 
the blessings of peace and civilization. Fa 
cilities had been given to artisans by the ex- 
tension of the powers of the trade guilds to 
strengthen their position and to gain in 
economic prosperity the advantages of new 
Impulses. it was with especial satisfac 
tion that he hailed the continuous applica- 
tion of the recommendations embodied 
in the imperial message to Parlament in the 
year 1881, especially the law for the insur- 
ance of invalid and aged workmen. These 
measures were — oe age for the welfare of 
the r.

New York, ‘Jan. 25.— (Special. |—Stocks 
continue to creep steadily upward and the 
market is broadening. Every day adds a 
fraction to the prices of the more active 
properties, and the low-priced specialties are 
coming into speculative favor. The bank 
statement, showing an increase ot $7,250,000 
in the surplus reserve, Was a surprise to the 
street. Notwithstanding the growing ease 
of money such a remarkable increase was 
not expected. Today's increase shows the 
banks for the.tirst time in possession of a 
pretty tiay surplus—$15, 000,000. 

The sharpest advances of the day occurred 
in the Chicago & Eastern Illinois stocks, the 
common rising 24 and the preferred 2 on a 
moderate volume of trading.

Jadge Tuley Releases a Prisoner Whe Was 
Inegaily Imprisoned.

The Sheriff says the man was produced in the 
County Court, but there was no * there, and 
that he was again breught int with a 
like ease not being oalled 
he was removed to the County Jail and 
there he had lain until he appeared before Judge 
Tuley yesterday under a writ of habeas corpus. 
The warrant upon which he was jailed was the 
writ of attachment which commanded the Sheriff 
to bring him igto court forthwith. 

“That paper,” said Judge Tuley, was not one 
on which ＋ could be imprisoned. To take 
him to jail Sheriff should have had a mitti- 
mus—an order by the 
mitting him. He could only be placed 
in jail on the attachment writ 
during the interim between the sessions of 
court. He could not be legally kept there one 
minute after court convened. e incarceration 
of a citizen under such cifcumstancés for a 
month was with witnout Warrant and the crim- 
inaland inexcusable negligence of somebody.

Lake the majority of his countrymen, Mr.

AFTER THE GULF NAVY YARD. 
The Advantages of Pensacola Set Forth in a 
Letter to Secretary Tracy. 
PxNSsACOLA, Fla., Jan, 25.—Mayor W. D. 
Chipley has written a letter to the Secretary 
of the Navy calling that official’s attention to 
the advantages of this city asa sive for the 
proposed Gulf Navy Yard. After detailing 
the many objections to New Orleans the let- 


ter concludes as follows: 


I beg tosubmit the following conditions re- 
quired under the instructions given the commis- 
sion by the Honorable Secretary of the Navy to 
guide the commission in its investigations: 

1, Asituatiop upon a good harber of suffl- 
cient size, depth, and accessibility tor vessels of 
the largest size and heaviest draught. 

2. A favorable position with respect to the 
principal lines of defense. 

3. A local security from water attack, due to 
position and natural surroundings. 

4. Ample water frontage of sufficient depth 
and 22 and with currents of moderate 
rapidity. 

5. A favorable position with respect to the 
lines of interior communication (by rail and 
8 with the principal sources of sup- 
plies. 

6. That the character of the ground shall be 
suitable for the construction of excavated docks 
and basins and for heavy structures.

allmg your attention especially to Pensa 
oola's pure water for drinking purposes, its prox- 
imity to every description of material, its health- 
fulness, admitted by the commission. its own 
labor and its connection by afew hours travel 
witk the labor of Savannah, Atlante, Montgom- 
ery. Birmingham, and other cities, I submit the 
proposition with absolute coffidencesthat Pensa- 
cola meets fully every requirement, except, pos- 
sibly No. 3, and it meets t requirement fairly 
2 and better than any other location on the 
ull.

HE WOULD BUILD ONE TWO MILES IN 
THE LAKE OFF PECK COURT. 


Firmly Convinced That by Using the Inter- 
mediate Caisson asa Nucleus the Project 
Is Practicabie and Would Be a Good 
Business Venture—A Magnificent Site 
for a Summer Kesort—Government Ob- 
tales in the Way—Compressed Air to 
Be Used in Sinking the Shaft. 


Gen. Fitz-Simons would build an island 
out in Lake Michigan, and says that a great 
summer resort might ultimately be given the 
people of Chicago. Cross-questiored closely 
Gen. Fitz-Simons maintains that he is seri- 
ous about it. 

The General’s plans are simple, as he ex- 
plains them. When the tunnel to the new 
water-works crib—four miles out in the lake 
off Peck court—is completed the caisson now 
placed half-way to the crib will have become 
useless. It will have then ser ved its purpose 
of allowing work on the tunnel both ways 
from the middie. This caisson is the prop- 
erty of the Fitz-Simons & Connell company 
and can be either biown up or otherwise dis- 
nosed of, as the company may determine. 

Gen. -Fitz-Simons has been figuring on 
what he can do with that caisson, and he has 
studied outa plan which he admits seems 
visionary, but which he firmly believes is 
wholly practicable. 

As soon as Contractor Onderdonk is through 
with the caissons in boring the tunnel Gen. 
Fitz-Simong proposes to take out additional 
crib work and attach it to the caisson, where it 
will be firmly anchored. The ideais that the 
structure thus made of crib work will be con- 
structed to inciose an area of two or three 
acres with an opening to the south. Then 
tne mud scows carrying dirt out from the 
river could dump their loads in the in- 
closure instead of going out in the lake sev- 
eral miles further in compliance with the 
city ordinances. 

A RESORT IN THE LAKES. 

When the inciosure is filled, Gen. Fitz- 
Simons says, the land thus made could be 
utilized as a site for a summer hotel and the 
etceteras of a summer resort. If Chicago 
gets the World’s Fair, the General says, the 
island would bea great curiosity to visitors, 
and might be made one of the features of the 
Exposition, 

“ Enough dirt is carried out into the lake 
and dumped by scows,”’ Gen. Fitz-Simons 
says, to make an acre of ground every year. 
All this filling would not cost a cent. The 
main cost of the island would be crib work. 
The nucieus for that is already there, built 
so firmly that it would stand for many 
decades. It could easily be made the basis 
for all.tne rest of uhe work. 

“It is immaterial to me whether we build 
the island or whether the 1 State, or Gen- 
eral Goverment does it. f any one eise 
wants to take hold we would sell out our 
caissou and run the risk of getting some con- 
tracts. In short, I don’t want appear to be 
boggish about stedling the lalfe, but candidly 
I think an island can be built out there at a 
profit to any one who undertakes it. It is out 
of the way of vessels largely, and there are 
no riparian rights of property-owners on the 
shore to contend against. 

At the caisson the water is forty feet 
deep. The site would be a magnificent one 
for a hygienic institution, and to any one 
who has seen the crowds on excursion 
steamers in summer there is no doubt about 
people going tnere. Thatis just what Chicago 
now wants—a place to go to by lake for a few 
hours—and the people would go by thou- 
sands. This seems visionary to you, no 
doubt, but it is not. It is a plain business 
statement of a legitimate business enter- 
prise.“ 

OBSTACLES IN THE WAY. 
Before an island can be built in the lake 


representative in this city of the War 
partment as the custodian of navigation is 
Capt. W. L. Marshall of the Engineer Corps. 

The procedure would be to ask the Secre- 
tary of War for permission to build the 
island. Then, doubtiess, the War Depart- 
ment would refer the petition to Capt. Mar- 
shall for a report on the question as to 
whether the island would be a serious impedi- 
ment to navigation. Uniess the most serious 
objections were made by vesselmen or other 
parties in interest Capt. Marshali’s opinion 
would likely settle the granting of consect. 

“The only point to be considered.“ said 
Capt. Marshall yesterday, is that relatin 
to obstructions to navigation. It the Wai 
Department gave consent to the building of 
an island out there Gen. Fitz-Simons could go 
ahead and build one. The General Govern- 
ment has no title to the bottom of the lake 
and could interpose no other objection than 
in the interests of navigation. The buiid- 
ers of the island could on be 
reached through the Illinois Legisiature. 
The title to the lake is vested in the State of 
Illinois, but in the absence of a statute ziv- 
ing the State officials any power in this mat- 
ter nothing couid be done until the Legisla- 
ture convened. If for twenty vears the 
island was unmolested even the Legisiature 
could not touch it. 

WHAT WOULD BE REQUIRED. 

„In considering its relations to navigation 
the principal thing would be regarding proper 
lights and signals on the island for the pro- 
tection of vessels, and if the War Depart- 
ment had sufficient guerantees that the 
lights would be forever maintained there 
might be no great objection to an isiand off 
ons side of the main course of vessels, as this 
would be, 

No question of riparian * can arise 
over an island like this one. o rights of 
people who own property on the shore of the 
lake extend only to the point where the 
water is deep enough for navigation.“ 

Perbaps no one in town is better authority 
on the practicability of building an island in 
forty feet of water than . Fitz-Simons. 
His tirm has built most of the Government 
breakwaters at the harbor and constructed 
both the caisson and the outer crib for the 
new water works. Whatever may be thought 
of the project in other ways it must be ad- 
mitted that tne General probably knows 
what he is talking aboat when he says the 
thing can be done and made a success as & 
business venture. 

WORK AT THE TUNNEL. 

While Gen. Fitz-Simons is thus figuring on 
an island at the caisson the fight against the 
silt at that point, which n last October, 
is still going on at a cost of $100aday. Al 
efforts to drive the shaft further have 
failed, and now a second shaft to fit 
inside the first one and work througbd 
it like’ the slides of a telescope 
is being constructed. Charge after charge 
of dynamite was exploded at tne bottom of 
the old shaft without loosening the earth. 
The shaft made a great cannon ten feet in 
diameter and a hundred feet long, and tne 
roar of the discharges was something terrific, 
but the shaft did not settle. At present 
about three-quarters of its bottom edge is

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THE PRINCE OF WALES’ VISIT TO ILLINOIS. 
4 Controversy at This Late Date Pat to 
Rest by “The Tribune” Files.

glish throne. Some one has set abroad the 
report that Aibert Edward, on the occasion 
of his visit to Illinois in 1860, was arrested 
and fined for hunting Sunday. Tun Tris- 
UNE’s correspondent appeals for a confirma- 
tion or denial of the story. 

In the interest of truth and on behalf of 
a gentleman wo bas enough well-authenti- 
cated sins to account for it is but justice to 
state unequivocally that this Sabbath-preak- 
ing story is nottrue. The files of Tun Tun 
UNE for September, 1860, contain a circum- 
stantial account of the Prince of Wales’ visit 
to this State and of his conduct within 
its borders. On this high authority it 
appears that his Royal Highness crossed 
from Windsor to Detroit on me list of the 
month and came after a brief stop in the 
C.ty of Straite to Chicago. The Prince tray- 
eled in aspecialtrain and made the 280 odd 
miles between here and Detroit in ten hours 
—a feat of rapid travel which was con- 
sidered worthy of note in those days. 

The older citizens will not need to be 
reminded that “Tummy,” as the Prince is 
familiarly known in England now, traveled 
through the United States under the euphoni- 
ous name of Lord Renfrew, He was rarely 
or not at all mentioned in propria persona 
dy the daily prints, though every one knew 
his rank. Indeed. this latter was abundantly 
attested by the number and character of his 
suite. Lord Lyons, the then British Minis 
ter at Washington, assumed charge of the 
young Man in America and otner noblemen 
no less distinguished were in bis train. 

To come, however, to the queston of 
*Tummy’s”’ Sunday conduct in Lilinois: The 
party arrived in hicago on the 
evening of Friday, Sept. 21, and 
spent a part of the following day 
sight-seeing—a liberal allotment of time 
surely to the Western metropolis! But then 
Chicago bad not gone ioto the metropolis 
business so extensively at that time. The 
sight-seeing consisted for the most part of a 
drive up ichigan avenue and over to the 
Bridgeport pumping works. Saturday even- 
ing “Lord Renfrew” and the ater part 
of his suite took a train on the Chicago, Al- 
ton & St. Louis railroad for Dwight. After 
Chicago, St. Louis was the next objective 
point on the Prince’s regular route, but this 
detour was made in order to give the royal 
visitor a shot at the prairie chickens which 
at bee time Were more than abundaat on the 
ci jacent prairies.

There are only eight copies of it in exist- 
ence, and nothing of its variety has ever 
been seen in America. There are many 
other interesting things about this remarka- 
bie volume. It is printed in turee colors— 
red, blue, and biack. It contains the first 
musical notes ever printed and toe first col- 
ored initial letter. The printers were so 
afraid of being accused of sorcery that they 
Wouldn’t own up that the beautiful initial 
letters were actually printed from a biock, 
but said they were painted on by hand. 
Gutenberg, the invertor of typography as 
he is called, belonged to the firm of Fust & 


Schopffer. After he left that firm and went 


to printing for himself the Catholicon was 
the second book he produced.

WILL THE PRESBYTERIANS REVISE? 

In the discussion of the queston of re- 
vision now pending in the New York Pres- 
bytery Dr. Briggs stated the merits of the 
question very succinctly. He considered the 
five points which must be blotted out of the 
Confession to be: 1. Reprobation; 2. Dam- 
nation of infants; 8. Damnation of the entire 
heathen; 4 Roman Catholics are idolators; 
5. The Pope is antichrist. These five 
points being removed there must be substi- 
tuted in their place the general love of God 
for all mankind and the salvation of Jesus 
Christ providing for all. This is the state- 
meat of the whole question in a nutshell. 
Whatever logical arguments may be made by 
the theologians for the reteu tion of these 
five points in the Confession no logic can re- 
move the significant fact that they have 
shocked the moral sense of mankind and 
crippled the power of the Presbyterian 
Church. 

There are other denominations which 
trace their pedigrees to Calvinism, but the 
Presbyterian is che only one which still 
clings to these iron-bound dogmas. The iast 
two points, which so severely stigmatize the 
Pope and the Roman Catholic Church, have 
done some mischief in the past: by embitter- 
ing these two dominations, but they are im- 
potent now, and cut no special figure 
in tne discussion, It is the first, three 
points which are doing the mischief. 
It is these three points which drove Col. 
Ingersoll, himself the son of a Presbyterian 
minister, away from the church and made 
him an agnostic, notwithstanding his good 
father’s efforts to make him subscribe to 
these dogmas with moral suasion, ultimately 
reinforced by the birch. He gave his reasons 
for his deparature and he has made war 
upon Presbyterians ever since, with the result 
of carrying a multitude of young men with 
him who cannot velieve these abhorrent 
dogmas. It is these articles which lie at the 
bottom of the Andover éontroversy and have 
paralyzed the power of missions. Itis these 
articles which have crippled the influence of 
the church. A hundred years ago the Pres- 
byterians were the leading sect of this coun- 
try. Had they made the modifications of the 
Confession at that time which are now under 
discussion they would have been numerically 
stronger in this gountry than the Methodists 
are now. They have been and sull are hand)- 
capped with these hard old dogmas, whereas 
the Methodists concede the advantages of 
free will and personal responsibility, open up 
chances of salvation for the sinner, and do 
not consign all heathen to Hell. 

Dr. Parkhurst put the issue in this plain 
way before the New York Presbytery: 


Ged is not under obligation to us to explain to 
us the means of salvation, but God is under ob- 
ligation to Himself to give me an opportunity to 
be saved. There is one side of holiness which 
it seems to me has been done a little overmuch. 
We must not separate in the divine character 
the several clements that combine in its compo- 
sition. Ali theology must be brought to the test 
of a sound psychology. Holiness is always love, 
and love never forgets to be boly. 

Then reverting to the sections dealing with 
predestination Dr. Parkhurst said: ou are 
congenitally damned. You were damned before 
you were born. God hated us while we werein 
our mother’s womb. That is preterition.”’ 

O, no,” cried out a divine emphatically. 

“Iam explaining preterition,“ contirued the 
speaker — aps yg “as laid out for us Mon- 
day afternoon. If I felt obliged to preach that 
doctrine I would tear my Geneva gown into 
shreds and rip my bands into rags before the 
— Sabbath, and my elders, and my deacons, 
and all my membership would stand by me.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Rowe was in favor of leaving out 

of the Confession the reference to infants. ith 
regard to the heathen, what right had they to 
ait in judgment on nem They were saved by 
the merits of the Savior they never had a chance 
to know. just as Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob 
were saved before Christ was born. 
Dr. Andrew Smland could not see any reason 
why they should tall back on the fifteenth or 
sixteenth centuries. The framers of the West- 
minster Confession were ignorant of many things 
that were now well known. 


Whatever logical argument the theologians 
may make for the decrees of fate, however 
much they may contend that the Almighty 
foresees and foreordains, admitting all this, 
still the human mind is not so constituted 
that it can admit such things or can be satis- 
fied with the conception of a Deity who, fore- 
knowing everything, creates human beings 
knowing thut they will sin, prepares a hell 
for them and plunges them into it, or 
can accept a dogma so vague and indefinite 
in its application that even the elect them- 
selves do not know whether they are elect, 
‘but can only fearfully hope that they are not 
among those who have been foreordained to 
everlasting damnation. It turns with more 
of satisfaction to those sects which believe 
and have absolute faith that they wiil be 
saved if they square their conduct by cer- 
tain standards; that children are not lost, 
and that the heathen will be fairly judged 
according to their light and their works. 
This it is which has crippled the power and 
growth of the Presbyterian Church. That 
church has produced many of the greatest 
men of this country, and it has always been 
forward in good works, but it has not filled 
the complete measure of its success for the 
reason stated, and this is the cause of the 
present movement on the part of its laymen 
and a large number, probably the majority, 
of its preachers to ameliorate its Confession 
of Faith. 

Foreordination, reprobation, and damna- 
tion—those are the three “ations’’ which 
block the progress of the Church. It will not 
have its perfect work until mey are removed. 
Such, at least, is the present opinion of mul- 
titudes of good, earnest Presbyterians. 


BROTHER TALMAGE ON HIS TRAVELS. 

Brother Talmage is nothing if not spec- 
tacular and dramatic. The objective point 
of his recent tour was the Holy Land. Dur- 
ing his stay in Athens it occurred to him he 
would give the people of that city an imuita- 
tion of Paul. Having inserted an ad in 
the Saturday afternoon paper setting forth 
the nature of his performance, the next day 
he climbed Mars Hill, and, selecting the 
place where he fancied Paul might have 
stood, he delivered an address to the wide- 
eyed and open-mouthed Athenians in a lan- 
guage of which, of course, none of them 
understood a word, and which, so far 4s man- 
ner and matter ape concerned, was very un- 
like Paul’s ringing sermon, though it re- 
dounded far more to his personal profit, the 
address having been[previously mailed to his 


cation the next morning. 

Tuis was a meager exhibition, however, as 
compared with another which Brother Tal- 
mage relatesywith great unction in an inter- 
view with a representative of the New York 
Herald. Waile tarrying in Jericho he found 
a tourist who had not been baptized and who 
was desirous to have that ceremony per- 
formed in the Jordan itself and in the thor- 
ough Baptist manner of immersion, notwitn- 
Standing the difficulties which stood in the 
way, owing to the shaliowness of the fa 
mous stream. Brother Talmage saw his op- 
portunity to take the role of John in the 
presence of the astonished natives of Jericho, 
To use his own words: “One fine Sunday 
morning when the sun shone gloriously 
bright we ussembled together on the banks 
of the great river. I was clad in the white 
robesof an Arab sheik. A crowd of inter 
ested people gathered about me. We sang 
‘On Jordan’s stormy banks I stand,’ after 


| which the rite of immersion was performed.“ 


It does not seem to occur to Brother Talmage 
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sheik. 
Brother Talmage should have arrayed bim 
solf in a travel-worn raiment of;came!’s hair, 
with-a leathern girdle around his manly 
loins, and with staff in hand and meager 
rations of locusts and wild honey in his wal- 
let have waded into the shallow Jordan and 
performed the ceremony. The success of 


any representation depends upon the histor- 


ical accuracy of costume and properties, 
and in Brother Talmage’s case this is pecul- 
iarly essenual, for, although he is much 
more spectacular than either Paul or John, it 
will not be claimed, even by his most en- 
thusiastic admirers, that he possesses the 
ability of the man who came crying in the 
wilderness or of the masterly logician of 
Mars Hill who weil-nigh persuaded Felix to 
become a Christian. From any point of view 
it is astonishing that he should have selected 
the dress of Arab sheiks, who look 
upon all Christians as heretics, and who 
would gladly decapitate Brother Talmage 
himself, if it were safe for them to do it, to 
gain favor with the Mohammedan houris 
hereafter. Wedo not know how many more 
of the aposties and other Scriptural worthies 
he personified during his stay. He may 
have run amuck among the Arabs with a 
jawbone like Samson, or blown his trumpet 
like Gideon, or commanded the sun to stand 
still hke Josbua, or satin judgment over in- 
fants like Solomon, or covered himself with 
dust and ashes like Job, or even have at- 
tempted the piscatorial exploits of Jonah, 
or smote a priest behind the ear. In future 
interviews he may enlighten us. In the 
meantime it is better for him to come home 
and revert to his normal work, He is safer 
in Brooklyn than he is on the road. 


MUNICIPAL SOCIALISM. 

„Municipal socmalism” is a favorite ex- 
pression with the advocates of the social- 
istic doctrine. They point to the operation 
of gas-works and water-works by munici- 
palities as practical illustrations of the hene- 
fits of the socialistic principle by which the 
community as a whole supplies its wants in- 
stead of depending on private enterprise. 
The postal service and the public school 
system are also cited to show the operation 
of the codperative or socialistic principle, al- 
though a moment’s consideration should 
demonstrate that these illustrations are not 
to the point. In ali the instances cited the 
peopie employ and pay the Government to 
perform a particular duty, and they are not 
employed or paid by it or made subject to its 
direction in their daily labor. They find 
that certain functions can be better 
performed by the local, State, or General 
Government than by private enterprise. In 
carrying mails or supplying water or gas 
the work is of a routine character, and 
can be carried on to advantage by the rea- 
tape rules and methods of government. Of- 
ficials intrusted with such duties are not re- 
quired to meet competiwon, watch che mar- 
kets and study the fluctuations of supply 
and demand. Functions which can be dis- 
charged according to a fixed system and by 
rule are peculiarly suited to Government 
officiais.. Public officers may operate gas or 
water works to advantage or be trusted to 
conduct a school system or manage the mail 
service, but to run a factory, a rolling-mill, 
or a packing-house would be a different 
matter altogether. In the latter instances 
sagacity, foresight, and the ability to keep 
the business adjusted to the ceaseless fiuc 
tuations of trade would be the prime quali- 
ties needed. Competition would ‘have to be 
met, new markets sought, and the demands 
of trade studied with constant care. The 
kinds of business that can be managed ac- 
cording to ordinances, official regulations, 
and red-tapeism are few. 


HOW TO KEEP THE RIVER CLEAN. 

In 1881 the Legisiature ordered the city to 
build works at Bridgeport and put in them 
and operate pumps which would throw at 
least 60,000 cubic feet of water per minute 
from the South Branch inw the canal, so that 
the Chicago sewage might be sufficiently di- 
luted, Four wretched, worthless pumps, tne 
emoodiment of Cregierism, were bought by 
that individual while Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works under Carter Harrison. They 
have been able to do little more than halt 
the work they should, and as a consequence 
the city through the fault of its officers and 
the present Mayor, and not by any desire of 
its citizens, bas fallen far short of its duty to 
itself and to its neighbors down the valley. 

Matters have now reached that pass where 
it is absolutely necessary that the scanty di- 
lution of Chicago sewage be largely in- 
creased, chiefly for tne protection of this 
city from pestilence. There must be at least 
80,000 cubic feet a minute pumped into the 
canal. it must be kept brimful every day in 
the year. It must be fed with all the water 
it can carry off. 

This would have been done before now had 
not the city been cursed with a municipal 
administration which is a worse nuisance 
than the South Branch and from which, un- 
happily, there can be no relief by elecuon for 
fifteen months. Chicago is unfortunate 
enough to be suddle d with a Mayor whose 
highest conception of civic duty is to find an 
office for a red-nosed saloon bummer and 
who thinks that that day has been wasted in 
which a few more loafers have not been 
given a chance to stick their muzzies into the 
city’s crib, 

It he had given to the service of the city 
tho time wasted in making foolish speeches 
at banquets the good-for-nothing Bridge- 
port pumps would have been thrown out 
long before this and replaced by something 
which would do twice the work at half the 
working cost. If he werenot so much in 
love with those pumps because he selected 
and bought them he would have visited 
Milwaukee and studied the way in which the 
Milwaukee River, once so foul, is kept per- 
fectly clean. Says a dispatch in Thursday’s 
TRIBUNE: 


When Milwaukee's ‘$250,000 flushing tunnel 1 
in operation 335.000 gallons of water s sinute, 
equivalent to 45,000 cubie feet, are pumped into 
tne river out of the lake. This volume of water 

asses through a tunvel 2,500 feet long and 12 
eet in diameter, built under the city, the pump- 
ing works being on me beach near the North 
Point. The pane is the largest in capacity in 
use in the world. it is simply a wheel, but pecul- 
tar in coastruction, resembiing somewhat à pro- 
peller wheel. This wheel is within the conduit 
which leads from the lake under the pumping 
works to the tunnel, and its revolution not only 
raises the water three feet but gives ita press- 
ure that sends it through the tunnel. a distance 
of 2.500 eet, in a lutle more than six minutes. 
The wheel is thirteen feet in diameter. and has 
biades somewhat similar to a propeiler wheel, 
but six feet of the center is solid, leaving the 
blade on either side three and a half feet long. 

This solid center is the real secret of the suc- 
cess of -the wheel, for extending out from the 
center five or six feet on botn sides are cone- 
like projections of solid iron. This construction 
is to prevent a suction back to the center, which 
would interfere with the free and uninterrupted 
discharge of water forced tnrough the wheel by 
its revolutions. There is thus no becking up 
whatevirto the water, which is sent through 
the tunnel as a swirling current. The pump has 
also proven itseif to be the most economicul, as 
in its duty throughout the last year it showed 68. - 
800.000 foot pounds for A a 100 pounds of coal; 
that is, for every 100 pounds of coal consumed in 
the boiler the pump raised 68,800,000 cubic feet 
one foot high, proving it to be the most econom- 
ical of any wheel pump for a year’srun. 


Plainly here is what is wanted for Chicago. 
The Bridgeport aboruons of Cregier are al- 
ways out ot order. It is stated that this Mil- 
waukee pump, which was started Septem- 
ber, 1888, has never had to stop for repairs. 
Should an accident happen and one of the 
blades be broken it can be quickly replaced, 
as they are removable, but noneof them have 
ever bro 
is to buy tw 
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ity now has, and then 80,000 cubic feet per 
minute could be constantly thrown into the 
sanal—taxing its full capacity. If one of 
ese pumps were also placed at the Ogden 
jam and to lift water from the West 
fork into the Desplaines it would add 40,000 
cubic feet a minute to the outflow. 
Suppose the Mayor, instead of heading 
on a pilgrimage to Des Moines when the 
w Governor is inaugurated, should—he 
professes to be an engineer—go to Milwau- 
kee and study up the experience of that city 
and then proceed to utilize it here. He has 
got to do something. He must give up his 
favorite oficebroking pursuits and look after 
o welfare of the citizens. Instead of spend- 
ing bis time in appointing bummers and pro- 
ting gamblers he must give up some of it 
to the sanitary duties of his office. Chicago 
ust keep the canal full of water, as the law 
requires. Will not the Council take the mat- 
ler in its own hands and act?

Given plenty of money, the influence 
fa great newspaper at her back to enlist 
de good will of public carriers the earth 
yer, special cars run on special schedules at 
de maximum of speed with everything else 
h the road side-trackea, and the whole 
world acquamted with her employer’s pur- 
pose by constant cabling, and any other 
woman with Nellie Biy’s health and energy 
could do what she has done, But as no other 
woman can expect this equipment, auxiliary 
help, and favoring circumstances there can 
be ne practical outcome to Miss Bly's trip be- 
yond the advertising purposes which in- 
spired it. It has solved no question of rapid 
trayeling of long distances. 

While it has not done this, however, it bas 
been of some use in showing the possibilities 
of modern motive power in overcoming dis- 
tances, and to this extent demonstrates the 
marvelous exploits of steam, that miracle of 
modern times, even at the expense of belit- 
tling the globe to a considerabie degree. As 
Jules Verne himself shows, the time can be 
suill further reduced when the Trans-Siberian 
rdad is constructed, as the northern degrees 
are shorter than those she crossed. Should 
Miss Bly then attempt the circuit of the 
globe on those short degrees M. Verne is of 
opinion that she could accomplish it in forty- 


tive days, always assuming, of course, that 


the Russian officials would be as accom- 
modating and energetic as our own and give 
her the benefit of an uninterrupted track 
from Moscow to the Pacific, To the extent 
that she has shown itis possible to go round 
the world in seventy-two days her trip is 
very interesting, however, 

From another point of view the trip has 
been an interesting one. She has demon- 
strated that a young woman who has suf- 
ficient strength, health, and courage and 
who is content to mind her own business 
can travel the world around without an 
escort. By her own statement she received 
but one incivility during the entire time, 
and this was not from pagan, Turk, or 
heathen Ouinee, Roostan, Proosian, or 
I-tal-i-an,”’ but from an Englishman claiming 
to be a noble, whose approaches she 
promptly repelled.”

CHICAGO'S FIRST ENGINE. 


IT WAS THE “PIONEER,” SHIPPED BY 
LAKE IN 1848 FROM BUFFALO, 


The Road on Which It Was Placed Was the 
Chicago & Galena Union, Now the 
Northwestern—The Man Who Piloted 
the Iron Horse Still Living in Chicago— 
The Oldest Conductor Is Also Still Here 
—He Has Traveled a Million Miles. 

The 10,000 suburban passengers, more or 
less, who daily traverse the Galena Division 
of the Chicago & Northwestern railroad 
naturally become well acquainted with the 

They know every train on the time-card, 
and could call off the stations with their 
eyes shut. 

If, however, they could see the line as it 
appeared one morning early in 1848 the) 
would not recognize it. To u few of the 
elder ones it might appear familiar, but the 
majority would not know that road weil 
enough to shake hands with it. 

It was then the Chicago & Galena Union, 
and was, moreover, tlie only railroad in Chi- 
cago, and it is safe to say was well aware of 
its own importance.

This 
location was chosen so that water could be 
convenientiy pumped when necessary to 
supply its boiler. The Pioneer“ was an old 
engine at the tame, having been purchased 
from an Eastern road. She was used uotil 
about 1858, ana in 1864 became the property 
of the Chicago & Northwestern railway dy 
the consolidation of C. & G. U. with that 
road. She figured conspicuously in the rail- 
way exposition held here several years ago, 
and is now in the Northwestern roundhouse 
at Turner, III. ö 

In 1883 Mr. G. W. “Tilton, Superintendent 
of the motive power and machinery depart- 
ment of the Chicago & Northwestern, wrote 
to the Pioneers builders, the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works, for the engines history 
prior to her journey West. He learned in 
reply that she was built for the Utica & 
Schenectady railroad and made her triai trip 
July 14, 1836, being the thirty-seventh loco- 
motive turned out by the Baldwin company.

THE FIRST LOCOMOTIVE IN AMERICA. 

On New-Year’s morning of this year oo- 
curred the death of Horatio Allen, who in his 
27th year ran the first locomotive which ever 
turned its wheels in America. The fact is a 
reminder that the entire development of the 
enormous railway system of this ana other 
countries fs spannea wy the mature years of 
one man’s life. 

Mr. Allen was born in Schenectady in 1802, 
graduated from Columbia in 1823, and at once 
engaged in civil-engineering projects. In 
1825, while emploved by the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal company, Stephenson’s first 
locomotive was set at work on the Stockton 
& Darlington railway in England. Mr. Al- 
len and Chief Engineer Join B. Jervis of 
the Delaware and Hudson Canal compaay 
watched the Stephenson tests with great in- 
terest. A short.road at Quincy, Mass., and 
the Mauch Chunk gravity road were opened 
in 182827. Mr. Allen Was sent to Europe

GREEK VASES AND Juas.} 


THE RAGE IN CHICAGO FOR THE 
ETRUSOCAN BEAUTIES, 


History of the School in Which They Were 
Produced 2,500 Years Ago—Many of 
Them Discovered in the Tombs of Their 
Owners—Many of These Vases and 
Cups Were Given as Prizes at the 
Panathenaic Games to the Winners in 
.Leaping, Wrestling, and Boxing. 


HICAGO has rapidly 
followed the example 
of the older cities of 
the Eastern sea- 
board and is becom- 
ing noted for its citi- 
zens who make collec- 
tions. At present 
throughout America 
the rage of accumula- 
tion has been chiefly 
in the direction of 

rare books, and pictures, and coins; but 
it is certain that our citizens will shortly 
discover that there are fresh fields of con- 
quest and will scatter their dollars in new di- 
rections. In the Old World one of the most 
cherished and at the same time most instruct- 
ive and interesting forms of collecting is 
that which devotes itself to the purchase of 
Greek or, as they used to be called, Etruscan 
vases. Many of these beautiful objects must 
be 2,500 years old. and they owe their preser- 
vation to the fact that they were buried in 
the tombs of their possessors. There are 
probably in known collections 15.000 of them, 
and almost all came from the tombs of 
Etruria, the modern Florence, and from 
Campania, the south of Italy. But in spite 
of that there is convincing evidence that 
they were made in Athens and in Corinth, 
whence they were shipped in neo-Phcoenician 
vessels to Italy, where they were purchased 
by the wealthy amateurs in whose tombs 
they were discovered. 

TABLES OF mu —— WITH POT- 


We possess through the objects themselves 
an unbroken chain of evidence respecting 
them. It is clear that at first the Athenians 
made only articles of the rudest kind, which 
were used for storage purposes. The am- 
phora was of different shapes and sizes ac- 
cording to its use. If for wine it was made 
with a pointed extremity so that it might be 
sunk into the earth; if for oil or honey or 
flour it Was made to stand upright, and it 
was a measure of quantity. It was ordina- 
rily three feet high and without 
the slightest pretension to grace of contour. 
Though a refined and cultured people 
the Athenians at that time were not artistic 
except in architecture, and the tables of the 
wealthy were furnished with pottery which 
must have come from one of the civilizations 
in Mesopotamia—either Babyion, or Persia, 
or Assyria. Greek vases in imitation of their 
ware have been found, but made of common 
earthenware, whereas the originals were of 
stanniferous enamel. This is now known 
absolutely through the discovery of M. Dieu- 
lafoy, a French architect, who found a whole 


frieze of it in a perfect condition in a palace 
of one of the Achcemenian Princes, the suc- 
cessors of Cyrus. 

It was the custom of the magistrates of 
Athens to give prizes at the Panathenaic 
games to the winners of the contests in run- 


ning, leaping, wrestling, and boxing. These

nected with the myths 
of the Goddess Athe- 
na, in whose honor 
THE CANTHAI. the games were hold. 
These at first were done in the Asiatic 
but the time came when 
there wasa great development. The Athe- 
‘nian potters, and after them the Corinthian, 
threw to the winds all ideas of imitation, 
and, relying for inspiration on the = 
of Heilenic architecture, de an 
ampbora modeled upon the formula ofa 
Greek column. And just as the Greek col- 
umn was severely mathematical, each part 
being based upon the models or anit of pro- 
portion, so was the amphora. There was 
the head corresponding to the abacus, the 
neck to the richly decorated capital, the 
body to the shaft, the neck of the base to the 
elegantly-molded base, and the base of the 
vase to the plinth of the column. Imme- 
diately those keen traders, the Carthagenians 
and Syrians, began to buy them up and 
dispose of them in every part of the then 
civilized world, and it is a certain fact that 
many victors in the Panathenaic games sold 
their prizes to traders after removing the oil 
or honey.

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DOGROBBERS INTHE ARMY | 


ONE OF THE CAUSES OF THE MANY 
DESERTILONS BY SOLDIERS. 


Zhe Word Dogrobber“ at the Post De- 
fined—A Man Who Prefers to Act as & 
Mental for a Commissioned Officer to 
Answering Roll-Call and Doing Daty— 
He Drags the Profession Down, and 


Men Who Are Soldiers from u Sense of 
Daty Quit. 

** Dogrobber ” is not a particularly pleasing 
expression. Uttered within the nearing of a 
. Givilianat might attract attention on account 
of its peculiarity and excite momentary cu 
osity as to its meaning. A definition by one 
learnéd:in army lore would call for such & 
liberal ase of the das dialect that it could 
find no place in any dictionary extant. Orig- 
inally it was written as two words, but con- 
stant use in circles where blue coats 
and brass buttons abound, finally sanctioned 
@ closer connection, and the word was com- 
pounded. A letter written by an aggrieved 
scldier to the authorities asking for atten- 
tion to a tale of woe presented the first 
known instance of its use as à single word. 
A sympatnetic and somewhat scholarly com- 
rade, looking over the writer's shoulder, 
suggested that a dash was necessary for 
separation. “ The dash is all right,“ replied 
the scribe, “ I’ve doubled it and put iton the 
other side of the dog. 

This diatribe about dogrobbers is apropos 
of desertions from the-ranks of Uncle Sam's 
littie army, and to put the uninitiated right 
at once it may be said, in the words of a 
Colonel of cavalry, that a dogrobber is one 
who prefers blacking boots, making beds, 
and loafing in an officer’s kitchen “he per 
torming of his duties as a soldier. He, and 
such as he, are supposed to eat what ought to 
go to the dog. 

No subject connected with army matters 
has formed the basis of so many investiga- 
fons, such lengthy official reports, and im- 
practicable recommendations as this one of 
desertions. Every possible cause save the 
right one has been ac vanced for the fact that 
within tne last half dozen years the number 
of desertions has equaled the present en- 
listed strength of the army in all its branches. 
The question naturally follows why the 
chief reason for this state of things has not 
Deen made public; the answer comes as 
readily —because if the truth were revealed 
nine-tenths of those holding commissions in 
the American army would be compelied to do 
their own housework or pay trebie what it 
now costs them for servant hire. An officer 

Will approach a man and offer him from 88 
10 $10 a month to do the chamberwork, keep 
sword, scabbard, and brasses bright, and keep 
shoes and belts black. As a tempting in- 
ducement the subject is mformed that he 

not be detailed for duty and will 
exempt from certain roli-calls. He accepts 
and becomes a dogrobber, a name synony- 
mous with contempt, and drops once and for 
among his fellows the designation of 
soldier. All the company work that these 
recreants should do falls upon tne shoulders 
of men who pace their nightly posts in zero 
weather and wonder at a system of service 
that compels them to do duty for their com- 
rades turned bootblacks and men chamber- 
now snug in blankets dreaming 

of extra pay. Small wonder is it that soldiers 
with a remnant of manhood feel that an in- 
dignity is done to the service and an injustice 
to themselves by a system known to the au- 
thorities to be pernicious, but at the root of 
which they fear to strike.

The Former Tells Her New York Friends 
of Late Troubles in Chicago. 

Miss Marion Manole toid the New York

TORS AND ACTRESSES, 


Irn Aldridge of New York Went to En- 
giand as Wallack’s Attendant sand 
Achieved Fame as Othello to the Iago 
of the Younger Kean—How He Dragged 
Desdemona Around the Stage by the 
Hair of Her Bead—Arneaux, Henri 
Strange, and Others. : 


The colored race, with its emotional tem- 
perament, says the Philadelphia Tunes, would 
naturally be expected to show some talent in 
the dramatic line, and it is a fuct that in more 
than one case, colored actors have achieved 
both fame and wealth. 

In 1820 4 man named Brown, a steward of 
a Liverpool liner, built a theater on Mercer 
street, above Prince, in New York City. It 
was constructed of wood, roughly built, hav- 
ing a seating copacity for about 300 persons. 
The enterprise was entirely successful, the 
audience being composed largely of the nezro 
race and a band of laughter-loving clerks 
from the neighboring business houses. 

Ira Aldridge, the son of an Episcopal min- 
ister, succeeded in spending many hours in 
the theater to his owa amusement and the 
disgust of his father, When the fact was 
brought to his notice his father took him 
from school and shipped him as steward of a 
Liverpool steamer in the year 1826. It hap- 
pened that James Wallack, the actor, was a 
passenger on the same vessel. Ira at once 
engaged himself as Mr. Wallack’s attendant 
and on reaching England bade a seafaring 
life farewell forever. In 1829 he was en- 
gaged in a subordinate capacity in Astiey’s 
Amphitheater, London, and steadily rose in 
his profession, 

THE AFRICAN ROSCIUS. 

He was advertised as the African Roscius 
and appeared at Covent Garden Theater, 
London, and at Belfast, Ireland. He played 
Othello to the Iago of the younger Kean and 
also as Orozembo to the same artist’s Alvan. 
On the Continent he appeared in all the 
prominent cities and met with praise every- 
where. The King of Prussia wrote him an 
autograph letter and presented him With tne 
first-class medal of the arts and sciences. At 
Berne he received the medai of merit, a Mal- 
tese cross. He played Othello to the Desdemo- 
na of Mrs. Kendal. Mrs, Kendal says in her 
reminiscences‘. One of the great bits of 
business that he used to do was where in one 
of the scenes he had to say, * Your hand Des- 
demona.’ He made a great pointof opening 
his hand and making you piace yours in it, 
and the audience used to see the contrast be- 
tween the fairer and darker hand. He 
always made a pointof doing this, and always 
gota round of applause. In the last act he 
used to take Desdemona outof her bed by 
her hair and drag her around the stage be- 
You had to wear 
sandals and toed stockings to produce the 
effect of being undressed. I remember this 
dragging Desdemona abou. by the hair was 
considered brutal and was often hissed, out 
Aldridge insisted on acting the part in that 
manner.“ 

Mr. Aldridge was nearly black, above the 
middle height, and of noble presence. He 
eloped with an English lady, the daughter of 
u member of Parliament. The match was 
forgiven by her parents, and Mr. Aidridge’s 
American friends spent many pleasant bours 
Aldridgeis undoubted- 

the greatest actor that the negro race has 
produced up to the present time. 

In 1860 Martin R. D. Henderson made his 
first appearance at Franklin Hall, Philadel- 
phia, as Alonzo in “Pizarro.” He met with 
success and was known as tne Lester Wal- 
lack of the African race. He played the role 
of Old Joe, the hermit, in “Under tna 
Yoke,” at the Third Avenue Theater, New 
York City. Mr. Henderson served in the 
navy under Farragut. 

ANOTHER GREAT ACTOR. 

rhe nearest approach to Aldridge as a suc- 
cessful colored actor has been achieved by A. 
J. Arneaux. Both the father and mother of 
this ector are of French extrachon. He was 
a pupil of the first public schooi opened in 
Georgia. He entered tne Berlitz School of 
Langua at Providence, R. L, at a later 
date, fter pursuing the course for a year 
he left for Paris, where his father placed him 
in tne Academie Royale des Sciences Moraies 
et Politiques, and later he took a course in 
the Academie Royale des Inscriptions et 
Belles-Lettres, Paris, 

After visiting London he returned to New 
York and filied ergagements at Tony Pue- 
tor’s Metropolitan iueater on Broadway. 
Mr. Arneaux is the author of several songs. 

Mr. Arneaux continued his dramatic 
studies, appearing as Richard III., Iago, 
Romeo, Pythias, and Macbeth, but he is un- 
doubtedly at his best as Richard III. Jan. 
20, 1887, he appeared in that character at the 
Academy ot Music, Philadelphia, and re- 
ceived many words of praise and éncourage- 
ment from the press. The Astor Place 
Tragedy company, managed by Arneaux, 
is tne only complete company of colored 
actors ever formed to produce Shakspeare’s 
plays on the legitimate Stage. Mr. Arneaux 
has been absent from New York for the last 
year, baving returned to Paris, where he 
will finish his studies before entering upon 
continuous work in his chosen profession. 

PHILADELPHIA'S FAVORITSR. 

From the day of Martin Menderson until 
the present day here and there among the 
young colored people of Philadelphia some 
dramatic talent has appeared, but so far the 
one individual who has achieved greatest 
success is K. Henri Strange. Mr. Strange is 
a native of Virginia. His education was re- 
ceived in Philadelphia, and he was a success- 
ful student, making great progress, especial- 
ly in elocution; be graduated in 1880 as the 
vaiedictorian ot his class. 

Although the son of parents of strictly re- 
ligious views, his love for the dramatic pro- 
fession continued to grow until, on becoming 
of age, he entered upon the study of the 
drama under the tutorsnip of an old actor. 
At a later date he entered the National 
Schoo! of Elocution, graduating with honor. 
Mr. Strange’s répertoire embraces Othello,“ 
“Richard IIL,” “ Hamlet, Macbeth,“ Cas- 
sius in Julius Cesar,“ and Claude Melnotte 
in the “Lady of Lyons.” Mr. Strange has 
received many flattering offers, but has de- 
termined to wait until he feels sure of com- 
plete success. | 

A COLORED ACTRESS. 

Miss Henrietta Vinton Davis, now Mrs. 
Thomas T. Symmonds, is the only woman of 
the African race who has risen to distinction 
in the role of tragedienne. Miss Davis isa 
native ot Baltimore. Her father was & tal 
ented musician, Athis death Col. Hackett, 
who became her stepfather, gave the little 
giri all the 2 within his power. 
At the age of 15 iss Davis graduated 
with honor from the Washington school of 
which she was a pupil, and she was elected 
teacher of a Maryland school. In 1878 she 
entered the office of Recorder of Deeds as 
secretary to Mr. Frederick Dougiass. 

She became the pupil of Miss Margaret 
Saxon, making her début at Washington in 
1883. The young actress was well received 
‘at Boston, Hartford, and other piaces. Miss 
Davis has made a study of Juliet, Ingomar, 
Desdemona, Calanthe, Cleopatra, Mary Stu- 
art, Queen Elizabeth, aud Leah. 

Miss Alice Franklin of Middletown, Conn., 
is the latest aspirant for dramatic honors, 
appearing at first as an amateur in à society 
drama. Her reception was so flattering that 
she entered upon a course of study at Miss 
Huat’s Dramatic School in New York City, 
where she developed into an exeopucdalls 
successful actress. She appeared rst as 
Leab, the Forsaken, and later as Lady Anne 
to Mr. Arneaux’s Richard III. Not satisfied 
with the opportunity for study in New York 
Miss Franklin sailed for Paris, where she 
will remain at the French Dramatic School 
until she has completed her studies.

How does she take it?”

“Another reason, I suppose, is because it 
is eusior to Carry about and can be taken 
without detection when on the sugar. Some 
of the cologne users—and there are a great 
many—can drink their liquid raw, and those 
who have arrived at that s can drink 
pure aicohol or almost anything else except, 
perhaps, sulphuric or some kindred acid.“ 

“Are many men addicted to the habit?” 
was asked. 

No, I have never heard of a single case 
of a man taking cologne, but tnere are many 
women Who make a regular practice of it, 
and a great many of the drug stores have 
regular customers whom they supply with 
different brands of cologne and perfume.

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FRANZ LACHNER DEAD, 


The Famous Composer and Conductor 
Passes Away in Muhich. 

A telegram from Munich duted Jan. 20 
announces the death of the well-known com- 
poser and conductor Franz Lachner. He 
came of a prominent musical family, of 
which a number of the members have dis- 
tinguished themselves in the world of art. 
Franz Lachner was born April 2, 1804, in 
Bavaria, and receivea a good education, 
In 1822 his parents permitted him to go to 
Vienna for the further study of music, to 
which he was passionately devoted, but for 
the pursuit of which he had hitherto had but 

or facilities, Here he received instruction 

rom Stadler and Sechter and became a 
warm and intimate friend of the great Frang 
Schubert. In 1826 he became assistant kap- 
ellmeister at the Kaeruthnerthor Theater 
and succeeded Weigl as principal Kapell- 
meister upon the death of the latter 
& Fear later. From that time until 1834 he 
discharged the duties of that office, going 
from Vienna to Maonheim in that year as 
conductor of the opera. 

In 1852 Lachner became Court Kapellmeis- 
ter at Munich, retiring in 1865 on a pension. 
His composituons embrace nearly all of the 
higher forms and their quantity is enor- 
mous. Among the works which he 
left are “en oratorio, four operas, 
several Cantatas, eight symphonies, 
about the same number of orchestral 
suites, requiems, Masses, overtures, con- 
certos, etc. His work is scholarly, snowing 
ripe Musicianship and a high artistic aim. 
His writings are not at ail sensational in 
character, nor do they show any surprising 
originality, but his thoughts are always 
noble and often charmingly graceful. 
Some of his orchestral works have 
deen heard in this country in the 
past, and among them a stately march 
in B flat from one of his orchestral suites 
has met with particular favor. Though Lach- 
ner stood high as a composer, his works be- 
ihg regarded almost as classics by his coun- 
trymen, he has not as yet been accorded the 
full measpre of appreciation which he de- 
serves. Possibly now that he is dead his 
compositions may win a higher place than 
they even now occupy. His thoroughly 
genial nature is indicated in his music and 
was immediately evident from his manner to 
any one.who bas ever heard him conduct a 
performance of one of his own composiwons. 
Altogether he was athoroughly delightful 
old man, full of enthusiastic love for music 
and kindly feeling for the warid in general. 


The Defunct American Opera Company. 

The suit of Frank Walton as assigoee of 
the claim of Henry Bates against Parke 
Godwin, one of the directors of the defunct 
American Opera company, limited, for sal- 
ary claimed to be due on an engagement 
made with Mr. Bates in 1886 in Milan, in con- 
sequence of which the latter came to Amer- 
ica to sing with the company, but was 
not allowed a public appearance, came 
up in the Supreme Court last 
week. A judgment for the amount of the 
claim, $3,604, was rendered against the then 
insolVent company, and it is now sought to 
recover the amount of the unsatisfied judg- 
meat from Mr. Godwin upon tue allegation 
that in his capacity as a director of the com- 
pany he’signed its annual report for 1856, 
containing false statements concerning its 
stockholders and assets, and thereby, under 
the statute of 1875, bécame personally liable 
for all debts and contracts of the corpora 
tion.

The Sarasate-D’ Albert Concert. 

Tomorrow evening Pablo Sarasate, the 
celebrated violinist, and Eugen D’ Albert, the 
famous pianist, will make their first appear- 
ance in Chicago at the Auditorium. Much has 
been written and said concerning these two, 
more especially since the opening of theirtour 
in this country, and the concert tomorrow 
night will undoubtedly show whether the 
reputation which has preceded them is de- 
seryed or not. The program will be precise- 
ly the same as that arranged for the opening 
concert at the New York Metropolitan, and 
will. itis understood, afford an opportunity 
for hearing each artist in the numbers in 
which he is at his best. Sefior Sarasate will 
play the Mendelssohn violin concerto and a 
fantasie on airs from Bizet’s Carmen,“ 
while D’Albert will contribute Cho- 
pins E minor piano concerto and 
a group of three solos by Grieg, 
Rubinstein, and an arrangement of a Strauss 
waltz by Tausig. Tne following brief sum- 
mary of D’ Albert’s career may be of interest: 
He made his Berlin début in 1882, at which 
time he was little more than a jad, though 
one possessed of exceptional gifts and at- 
tainments. The public was dazzied by such 
virtuosity in a youthof 19. The critics spoke 
of the power and maturty of his intellect, 
but praised conditionally the “wonder 
child.” After his second season, however, 
his right to be classed among the great vir- 
tuosos was generally acknowledged. 

Since Tausig—to whom the ng artist 
bears a most striking facial resembiance— 
perhaps no pianist has awakened such unl 
versal interest and enthusiam as D’ Albert. 
Germany ciaims him, and indeed she may, 
for it is a cate of mutual adopuon, though he 
is of English parentage and spent his early 
childhood in England. His father was 
tne widely known and recently deceased 
composer of dance music, Charles a’ Albert. 
About the time he reached his majority he 
married at Weimar an actress of the Grand 
Ducal Theater, his senior by several years. 
Now in affivent circumstances, he passes his 
summers at Eisenach with his wife and in- 
fant son in his own villa, which commands a 
charming view of the Wartourg. 

Of Surasate a friend supplies this kindly 
reminiscence. Recaliing a concert he says: 
“The real event of the day was Sarasate’s 
playing. When almost all the guests had de- 
parted he was seized with one of. those in- 
spiratiens which are the germ of his power, 
and beginning with that simpie but delicious 
cavatina of fs, he went on to 
a sort of improvisation upun those themes of 
Beethoven which the t master delighted 
in presenting so wiolintate, and I doubt if in 
ail the tunefuiness of London at that time 
better music could nave been heard.

The large dining- 
salon. which 1s also the art gallery, was 
used to seat the guests, and the musicians 
played in the next room, which is separated 
from the dining-room by two Corinthian

About 200 people were present, chiefly the 
musicians of society, as Mrs. Vanderbilt was 
unable to invite her visiting list.

AN INCIDENT IN BERLIN, 

A writer in the Century recalls how one 

sultry noonday in July, 1885, a small group 
of musical celebrities from Berlin stood hat- 
less—baving converted their head-covering 
into temporary fans—in the shade of a low, 
uneven row of anciént houses io the City of 
Weimer, and expectantiy watched the near- 
est turo in the street. Just as the heat was 
pronounced insupportable two well-known 
figures suuntered *arm-in-arm around the 
corner—one, the venerable form of Franz 
Liezt, his flowmg white locks sur- 
mounted by ao old-fashioned tile hat, his 
shirt collar thrown open, revealing a throat 
which rivaled in color the high flush of his 
visage; and the other, Eugene d’Albert, a 
short youth, with a round face and small 
black eyes, whose heavy shock of dark 
brown hair feil @bout bis neck A la Liszt 
and was topped by an artist's wide- 
brimmed siouch bat, the crown of which 
just brusbed the master’s shoulder. It 
was not the odd contrasting couple 
which so foreibly impressed all beholders 
alike. It was the twe great men of genius 
walking side by side—a tottering old man with 
one foot already in the grave and bis pupil, the 
younger by half acentury and im the very 
spring-tigme of life; one the greatest piano 
Virtuoso of any time, behiad whom lay an 
unprecedentedly briljant career of more 
than three-score years; the other, though 
scarcely more than @ lad, the most famous 
musical artist of bie generation, with a 
future of unlimited possibilities just opening 
up. 
As an artist D’ Albert is versatile and emi- 
nentiy well rounded. Technical diffituities 
do not exist for him. He has a small hand, 
with a touch of exquisite delicacy and re- 
finement which is also equally cupable of 
immense power. The warmth and abandon 
of his style invariably affect his auditors 
with intense emotions. His interpreta- 
tions of Beethoven, Chopin, Schumann, 
and Liszt claim equal merit. One 
day in speaking of his own “D 
miner Concerto” Rubinstein averred 
that D’Albert’s performance of it was the 
most satisfactory he had ever heard. The 
very name of D’Albert calls to life bits of 
Chopin’s lovely Berceuse and Beethoven's 
Sonata Appassionata,“ which receive ideal 
treatment under his fingers. The young 
artist divided with Arthur Friedneim the 
honor of giving one of the greatest two- 
piano performances with orchestra heard in 
Berlin during that musically-memorable sea- 
son of 1884-1885. The former played Liszt’s 
E flat Major Concerto” and the latter the 
same composer s A Majo Concerto.“ 


SARASATE SAWED THE STRINGS AT THE AGS 
OF FOUR. 


As for Sarasate, like that of all the true 
musicians, his bent was early developed. 
Born at Pampluna in 
1844 the infunt Sara- 
sale began to saw the 
strings at the imma- 
ture age of 4½ years. 

Biessed with a musical 
father—a band master 
in the Spanish army— 
bis sawing was appre- 
Clated to a degree 
which led to his being 
piaced under the care 
of one Manuel Rod- 
riguez, @ teacher of 

drid, who screwed 
up his strings and res- 
ined his bow for him 
until he was 12 years 
old. Then Queen Isa- SARASATE. 
vella, attracted by his precocious talent, 
caused bim to be sent to Paris, where he 
was introduced to M. Auber, tnen director of 
the famous Conservatoire. There Sefior Sar- 
asate’s success asa Violinist was settled, as 
the world has since learned. He carried all 
before him, winning prizes and the bearts of 
the Parisians alike by the wonderful melody 
which he evolved from the rubbing together 
of catgut and horsehair; and he has ever 
since devoted his life to the cultivation of 
the great gifts which nature implanted in 
him, and td which bis Queen and the Count- 
ess of Mina gave the increase, 

One of my final recollections of Sarasate 
in London,“ says a friend. was on a most 
interesting occasion. George Henschel had 
an impromptu gathering at his house for the 
purpose of trying over some posthumous mu- 
sic of the elder Moscheles and a little prac- 
tice,’ as they called it, of some music for tne 
forthcoming regular Monday concert,’ 
Henschel, with his unfailing kindness, wrote 
to ask me if I would not like to hear some 
‘good musicians make music,’ and if so 
would 1 be down at his house by 
8 p. m. I certainly was there; and 
when one considers that the musicians 
were Patti, Charles de Beriot, Clara Schu- 
mann, and Sarasate, and that in the littie 
company—thirty perhaps in number—who 
listened to the ‘good music,’ were people 
like George Eliot and her husband, Mme.

Typewriters in Pennsylvania. 

Sam W. King: The story printed in the High- 
Way and Byway department of Tun Tann 
last Sunday to the effect that there are no type- 
Writers in Rome reminds me of a case our firm 
had in a Pennsylvania court the other day. It 
was in the Common Pleas Court in Philadelphia. 
The lawyer on the otner side wanted us to pay a 
bill of 880 for typewriting in a case that was de- 
cided in favor of the defendant. The first law- 
yer argued that typewritten copies of testimony 
were as much of aenecessity in these days as was 
the taking of affidavits, which are always in- 
cluded in the bill of costs. 

The Judge said that there was no statute on 
the point. nor was typewriting mentioned in the 
statutory list of legal costs, nor had any local 
court yet decided that the loser of a suit should 
pay for the typewriting of the opposing side un- 
less the contestants had so agreed. 

The first lawyer suggested that it would be 
well for the court to make a rule governmg the 
question. 

Perhaps it would be desirable to have some 
regulation of the matter,“ responded the Judge. 
„ Typewrumg bas come into vogue within the 
last few years, and no statute has yet been en- 
acted on the subject. 

“The Legislature does not seem to have dis- 
covered yet that there is such à thing as type- 
writing. 

“Each side will have to pay its own bill,“ was 
the Court’s decision.

Napoleon Pianued His Battles on the Chess- 
Board. 


Charles B. Soule, Penn Mutual Life-Insur- 
ance Company, La Salle street: Perhaps au inci- 
dent which I wii] tell you may interest the lovers 
of chess throughout the land. One night in the 
winter of the year 1853 there was gathered around 
a red-hot stove in the book store of John S. Brad- 
ford, in Springfield, III., a coterie of young men, 
all of whom in after years became more or less 
famous. Thesubject of their conversation was 
the great series of chess games then in progress 
between the English and American champions. 
The party was composed of S. M. Cullom. thea 
a young attorney in Springfield. now United 
States Senator: John 8. Bradford. proprietor of 
the store, afterward appointed by Abraham Lin- 
cola Commissary Sergeant for Illinois during 
the Rebellion; Dr. Merriman, who was then and 
for years past had been the “king dee among 
the chess players" of the State; W. L. Gookins, 
& young jeweler, who is still in the same business 
and now living at Oak Park, III.; and the usual 
contingent of society ever to be found around a 
cheerful fire in a popular store. Merriman 
Was talking, and the subject was chess. 
With open mouth anc itching ear the 
crowd listeped to the “king dees 
exposition of the game, mentally banking his 
money on the prophecies of Merriman as to the 
outcome of the intervational contests. Sudden- 
ly the door opéned and in stepped 4 man whose 
appearance Was remarkable. All present had 
seen him on the streets of Springfield, but none 
knew who he was. He was six feet four inches 
tall, straight as an arrow with a military bear- 
ing that made his immense height appear even 
greater, saber-soars across his forehead, cheek, 
and neck, high cheek-bones, side whiskers 
clipped close after the military fashion, sur- 
rounding his whole bearing the appearance of 
great age notwithstanding bis warlike form, and 
crowning all a nose—well, such a nose as the 
world has not seen since the days of that oid 
Roman 

Who had a nose both strong and stout, 

With sewse enough to push it out.” 

His entrance but momentarily stopped the 
speech of Merriman, who, by the Way, was a fine 
player and deserved the reputation he enjoyed. 
When Merriman finished the keen eyes of the 
old fellow twinkled, and, rising to his full height, 
he stalked over to Merriman, and réising his 
long arm toward the ceiling be said: Comrade, 
you do not Know the first principles of chess.

The old feilow, however, checkmated him 
before he had time to collect his thoughts, and 
in five consecutive games never allowed him to 
make more than seven moves, Merriman ac- 
knowledged his total defeat, and, rising to his 
feet, said: “I would like to know whom I have 
the honor to address.“ The old fellow quictiy 
said: “I am Teminoski, entef of the body - 
guard to Napoleon. Every battle the great chiof 
fought was planned on tne chess-board and 1 
was his chosen antagonist.” ;

I stick at the work from 10 in the 
morning till midnight. What are my imple- 
ments? An old white fag. on —— nape 
though his campa gus with a walking-stick. 
go through mine with an old white flag. I use it 
like the signal man on à railroad. Once waved 
it means this; twice, that. I keep discipline by 
system, not by ballying. No, sir; the bullies of 
stage direction are out of date. They still sub- 
sist in the coarser English productions. Here 
they are unknown. Isuppose I have produced 
more plays than any man living.
